Is weight a 
big issue? 


Wellingborough is among the most obese 
towns in England, a report has revealed. 

Carried out by the Public Health Action 
Support Team for Northamptonshire County 
Council, the report says that 26.9 per cent of 
people in the town are obese. 

It also found that almost one in 10 children 
in Northamptonshire is obese when they start 
school, and nearly a quarter are obese or 
overweight. 

Conservative MPfor Wellingborough, Peter 
Bone, said: “Well I have to say I am very sur¬ 
prised, this is something I haven’t noticed. 

“I have never heard of it from any health 
professional at all. 

“Walking around the Swansgate shopping 
centre you just don’t get that impression. We 
are no better or worse than anywhere else in 
the country - it is an interesting report.”

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Christmas with the air ambulance crew 


Like all the emergency services the 
air ambulance will be on standy over 
the festive season, ready to go into 
action if needed... 



The crew from Warwickshire & 
Northamptonshire Air Ambulance 
(WNAA), and Derbyshire, 
Leicestershire & Rutland Air 
Ambulance (DLRAA) will be operat¬ 
ing every day over Christmas, 
including Christmas Day. 

As over three million people 
across the counties settle down for 
their Christmas dinner and spend 
time with their family, both teams 
will be flying or on standby, ready 
to provide lifesaving medical care 
to those who need it most. 

With more and more people out 
and about, coupled with the deteri¬ 
orating road and weather condi¬ 
tions, the risk of being hurt and 
requiring medical attention is sig¬ 
nificantly increased. 

Tracy Grunwell, Head of 
Fundraising for The Air Ambulance 
Service, said: “As a Charity, we obvi¬ 
ously hope that people do stay safe 
out there and never require our ser¬ 
vices. But at least they can take 
comfort in the fact that we can be 
there to help them, even on 


Christmas Day. 

“We are fully staffed over the 
Christmas period, with the majority 
of our doctors and paramedics 
working on or around Christmas 
Day. We will be available for most 
kinds of emergency rescues that can 
happen at this time of year, includ¬ 
ing road traffic collisions, serious 
sporting injuries, medical condi¬ 
tions, falls and any other kind of 
emergency that requires rapid 
response.” 

The Charity receives no 
Government funding and relies 
entirely on public donation to keep 
its helicopters flying and saving 
lives. 

As a Charity, believe their patients 
should be able to reach specialist 
treatment no matter where their 
incident happens. 

The sooner they reach the most 
relevant hospital for their injuries 
the greater their chance of survival 
and recovery. 

Their state-of-the-art Agusta 
Westland helicopters are capable of 
reaching speeds of up to 200mph. 
They can fly in most weather condi¬ 
tions and land in most places, 
including areas that are not easily 
accessible by land. 

As part of the Charity’s Christmas 
campaign, which focuses on keep¬ 
ing families together, a 
Northampton man has come for¬ 
ward to share his story about being 
rescued by WNAA. 

Phil Berrie from Wellingborough 
was involved in a serious motorcy¬ 
cle accident earlier this year. He has 


since recovered from his injuries 
and his family have moved closer to 
be with him and will be celebrating 
Christmas with him this year.

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Cause of Red Hot 
blaze discovered 


Northampton Clown - By far our most pop¬ 
ular story of 2013, this story has attracted 
over half a million visitors worldwide. On 
Friday, September 13, the clown started 
randomly appearing around town in full 
costume.

Red Hot restaurant burns to the ground 
- Horrific images of the Red Hot World 
Buffet restaurant in Sixfields up in flames 
this month shook the town as they saw a 
popular restaurant burn to the ground.

An electrical fault in the ceil¬ 
ing was the cause of the fire 
which destroyed the Red Hot 
World Buffet restaurant in 
Sixfields. 

Following a fire investiga¬ 
tion into the cause of the fire 
at the restaurant, which 
started shortly before at 11pm 
on Wednesday, it was con¬ 
cluded as accidental. 

The flames ripped through 
the building as onlookers saw 
the dramatic scenes unfold, 
while at least 60 firefighters 
tried to battle the blaze. 


It was finally extinguished 
on Thursday morning. 

A spokesperson for 
Northamptonshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said: “The 
conclusion of the fire investi¬ 
gation report is that the cause 
was accidental as a result of 
an electrical fault in the roof 
void above the male 
lets.” 

The fire affected 
hundreds of people 
in the area as neigh¬ 
bouring buildings 
were evacuated dur¬ 
ing the blaze. 

C i n e w o r 1 d , 
McDonalds and the 


bowling alley at Sixfields had 
to ask their customers to 
leave as a cordon was thrown 
around the site of the fire. 

A ruptured gas main was 
still alight on Thursday 
morning and traffic was 
being diverted away from the 
area. Gas engineers 
isolated the leak. 
Sixfields is built 
on an old land¬ 
fill site and is 
covered with 
vents designed 
to allow gas 
escape from the 
decaying refuse 
underground.

My favourite 
festive stories

I recently spent a night 
with a team of Street 
Pastors, who are 
Christian volunteers 
who help people in trou¬ 
ble. 

They do a great job. 
While I was there, I real¬ 
ised how beautiful our 
town centres look at 
night, decorated for 
Christmas with many 
Christmas trees and 
sparkling lights. 

But did you know there 
is a diocesan link to the 
origin of Christmas 
trees? 

In one of our 
Peterborough diocesan 
churches (the one at 
Brixworth) there is a 
small fragment of St 
Boniface, an Englishman 
who centuries ago gave 
his life spreading the 
good news about Jesus 
through Germany. One 
day, he came across some 
people who were about 
to sacrifice a young child 


under an old oak tree. 

He rescued the child by 
cutting down the oak 
tree. In its shadow he 
found a small evergreen 
fir tree which he saw as a 
symbol of God’s new life 
- his loving help - offered 
by Jesus all year round. 
That’s how the tradition 
of Christmas trees start¬ 
ed in Germany; much 
later it was introduced to 
this country by Queen 
Victoria’s German hus¬ 
band, Prince Albert. 

My other favourite 
Christmas story, proba¬ 
bly only a beautiful leg¬ 
end, explains why we 
decorate our trees with 
tinsel. When Mary, 
Joseph and the infant 
Jesus were running away 
from King Herod’s mur¬ 
derous soldiers, they hid 
in a cave. At the mouth of 
the cave was a spider who 
realised that Jesus was 
somehow special and 
wanted to help the fugi¬ 
tives. “I know what to 
do,” he thought, “I’ll spin 
my web across the 


entrance to keep them 
warm”. 

In the morning, Herod’s 
soldiers arrived on their 
dreadful mission. They 
were about to search the 
cave when one of them 
spotted the early morn¬ 
ing sunshine sparkling 
on the web. He said that 
there couldn’t be any¬ 
body in there because 
they would have broken 
the web, so they left the 
cave undisturbed and 
the holy family survived. 

It is said that we put 
tinsel on our trees to 
remember that spider’s 
web sparkling in the 
early light. So as you look 
at the Christmas trees, 
reflect on God’s promise 
of fresh hope and 
strength. And as you 
hang up your tinsel, you 
might remember that 
spider and ah those who 
are in need this 
Christmas, and above ah 
remember Jesus. 

I hope you have a very 
happy and peace-filled 
Christmas and New Year. 


War medals stolen in callous attack 


War medals belonging to a 
90-year-old woman’s late 
husband and father have 
been stolen in a sickening 
attack where she was 
threatened with a knife. 

The robbery happened

The offender is described 
as being a white man, 
around 6ft tall and with a 
slim build. 



He was between 24 - 26 
years of age, wearing black 
clothing, a dark coloured 
face covering and possibly 
gloves. 

Detective Inspector Ally 
White, from the Criminal 
Investigations Department, 
said: “This really is a horri¬ 
ble incident. 

“Not only is the victim 


elderly, but the 
callous offender has 
attacked her in her own 
home, at Christmas, and 
stolen things that have 
immense sentimental value 
to her. 

“We are doing everything 
we can to catch the person 
responsible and re-unite the 
victim with her treasured 
medals. 

“We really need the public 
to help by telling us if they 
have any information or have 
been approached by some¬ 
one trying to sell any of the 
stolen items. 

“Crimestoppers are offer¬ 
ing a reward of up-to 
£2,000 for information that 
leads to the successful 
arrest and conviction of the 
person(s) responsible.”

A new campaign to tackle 
domestic abuse around 
Christmas and the New Year 
and been launched in the 
county. 

Northamptonshire Police is 
speaking up for these silent 
victims of alcohol misuse 
and abuse. 

The campaign will focus 
will be on three strands: 

- the hidden affect parental 
alcohol abuse has on chil¬ 
dren 

- the link between alcohol 
and violent crime 

- the fact children are pre¬ 
sent in 90 per cent of domes¬ 
tic abuse incidents. 

The aim of the campaign 
which will run until January 
6 is the reduce violent crime 
over the Christmas period 
by challenging and chang¬ 
ing peoples’ behaviour. 

Detective Inspector 
Richard Tompkins who 
manages the Domestic 
Violence Unit for 
Northamptonshire Police is 
one of the people leading this 
venture. 

He said: “Domestic abuse 
happens throughout the year 
and we do not want people 
suffering in silence. 

“But at Christmas alcohol is 
involved. 

“Our role is to prosecute 
people but the primary aim is 
to safeguard the victims and 
this is being done through 
the agencies we are working 
with. 

“What we want is to high-

light that there is the strong 
link between violence and 
abuse. 

“That is not to say all alco¬ 
hol is abuse and we know 
alcohol has its place in peo¬ 
ple’s lives. 

“It can however lead to a 
problem. 

“We estimate half all violent 
crime is carried out under the 
influence of alcohol. 

“Everyday we seen the first 
hand experience and devas¬ 
tating effect domestic vio¬ 
lence has on people’s lives. 


“This however does seem 
a prevalent time of the year 
to highlight the issue and 
to say that alcohol and vio¬ 
lence do spill over into 
domestic violence. 

“We want to highlight this 
to people and raise aware¬ 
ness of the other agencies 
such as health, Social 
Services who are working 
with. 

“It is a case of highlighting 
what assistance is out there 
for people. 

“A lot of those who suffer 
domestic abuse suffer in 
silence.” 

DI Tompkins said as well as 
working with health agencies 
and social services, the 
police had close links with 
the Sunflower Centre, 
Womens Aid and Nene Valley 
Family Christian Refuge 
Centre. 

He said: “The police’s aim is 
to protect life and limb. 

“We deal with 12,500 cases 
of domestic abuse in the 
countyper year. 

“75 per cent of domestic 
abuse cases are never report¬ 
ed, 

“A third of these are crime 
related but two thirds are 
classified as arguments or 
abusive txts. 

“Reporting an incident to 
the police does not mean 
prosecution. 

“These only take what we 
call an intervention or have a 
word in someone’s ear. 

This can help but if the 
problem persists then the 
police will take further 
action and this could lead to 
a prosecution.”

by cuts in other benefits, and an 
increase in MPs’ pension contri¬ 
butions. 

Mr Ellis also neglects to discuss 
the cuts, because in reality, MPs 
do not want their benefits to 
change. Unlike his impoverished 
constituents, who suffer when 
their benefit is cut because they 
have too many bedrooms in a 
house that they can’t swap (aka 
“bedroom tax”), Parliament 
wants to keep its perks.

What does the Supreme Court 
Judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others mean to you? 


The Supreme Court delivered its 
judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others ("Prest") on 
Wednesday 12 June 2013. 

At the heart of the case was the 
question of how far the family courts 
could make orders against assets in 
company structures by using Family Law 
to achieve this, despite existing rules of 
Company Law. 

The Husband held a number of valuable 
property assets within company 
structures, which were being used as a 
way to try and defeat the Wife's financial 
claims arising from their Divorce. 

In essence the Supreme Court has 
answered this question by saying there is 
a single set of laws which apply whether 
in a Company or Family Law jurisdiction. 
Despite this the Supreme Court was 
able to distinguish this case on its facts 
to find that the Husband was entitled 
to the properties within the company 
structures and so they could be made 
the subject of financial orders in favour 
of the Wife. 

Due to very specific circumstances of 
this case, it is by no means an open 
door through which to attack company 
structures in order to bring business 
assets into a matrimonial settlement. 
However it is clear the Family Courts 
have at their disposal a very wide range 
of powers to ensure there is a fair 
sharing of assets, as part of a Divorce or 
Dissolution of a Civil Partnership.

“We have wonderful family 
and friends, but have always 
been aware of the pressures 
on people who have no one 
to share their innermost 
feelings with. This made us 
realise that maybe we could 
be there for them at times 
like these. 

“This time of year can 
increase feelings of loneli¬ 
ness, people may be in 
‘strained’ family situations, 
may have overspent, they 
might have all the usual 


issues plus many more. 

“For most of the shift, we 
are very busy answering 
calls, emails and texts, and it 
is a privilege to be there for 
people who are in need of 
emotional support. 

Those precious few hours 
of being there for others is 
almost our way of trying to 
make their day a little less 
unhappy. After our shift, we 
go back to our family, we 
have a meal and good times.”
